Chapter II 

4. Meetings of the Corporation and Executive Committee.— 
The Corporation and the Executive Committee may meet as 
often as necessary. 

5. Notice of Meetings. — Ordinarily a notice of 14 days 
shall be given to the members for a meeting of the Corpora- 
tion and a notice of 7 days for a meeting of the Execuuve 
Committee. An emergent meeting of the Corporation or 
lire Executive Committee may be called at a shorter notice, 
but suen nonce snail be sufficient to enable every member 
who is at the time in India to attend such a meeting. 

b. Manner of convening meeting and business to be trans- 
acted thereat. — A meeting ot the Corporation or the Executive 
Committee shall be convened by the Secretary in consultation 
with the Chairman of the Corporation or the Executive Com- 
mittee, as the case may be. the notice fur a meeting of the 
Corporation or trie Executive Committee shall be sent to 
each member of the Corporation or the Executive Committee 
at his registered address specifying the time, date and place 
ot the meeting and shall also specify the business to be 
transacted. No business other than that specified in the 
noucc or of which clear 7 days notice has been given shall 
be transacted at a meeting. However, wilh the permission 
of the member presiding at the meeting, any other matter 
may be considered. 

7. Presiding Officer, — The Chairman or in his absence the 
Vice-Chairman or in the absence of both, any member chosen 
by the members present from amongst themselves, shall pre- 
side at a meeting of the Corporation or the Executive Com- 
mittee, as the case may be. 

8. Decision by Majority. — All questions at a meeting of 
the Corporation or the Executive Committee shall be decided 
by a majority of voles. In case of equality of volcs, the 
member presiding shall have a second or casting vote. 

9. Quorum. — 8 members shall form a quorum for a meet- 
ing of the Corporation, while 3 members shall form a quorum 
for a meeting of the Executive Committee. If there is no 
quorum at any meeting of the Corporation or the Executive 
Committee, as tire case may be, the meeting shall be 
adjourned, At the adjourned meeting, the business of the 
last meeting shall be conducted irrespective of whether there 
is quorum or not. 

10. Place of Meeting. — The meeting of tire Corporation 
and the Executive Committee shall be held at New Delhi or 
at any other place in India, as may be decided by the Chair- 
man of the Corporation or the Executive Committee as the 
case may be. 

11. Record of Minutes. — A record of minutes shall be 
maintained in which typed proceedings of tho meetings of the 
Corporation shall be kept, A similar record shall be main- 
tained for the proceedings of the Executive Committee, The 
proceedings of a meeting of the Corporation or the Executive 
Committee shall be signed by the Member presiding over tho 
meeting and the Secretary. The minutes of a meeting of the 
Corporation and the proceedings of the meeting of the Exe- 
cutive Committee shall be circulated as soon as possible after 
the meeting for the information of the members and shall be 
placed before the next meeting of the Corporation or of the 
Executive Committee, as the case may be. for confirmation. 

Chapter ITT 

Meetings of Functional Committee and Other 
Committees 

12. Meetings of other Committees. — Functional Committees 
and other Committees of the Corporation constituted under 
bection 11 of the Act (hereinafter referred to as the other 
Committees), may meet so often as necessary. Ordinarily, a 
notice of 7 days shall be given to the members for a meeting 
of any of the other Committees. 

13. Emergent Meetings. — Emergent meetings of the other 
Committees may be called at a shorter notice, if so required 
by the Secretary, 

(4. Manner of convening meetings of Functional Com- 
mittee or other Committees and business to be transacted 
thereat * — Meetings of the Functional Committee and other 
Committees shall be convened by the Secretary and a notice 
of the same shall be sent to each member at his registered 
address, specifying the time, date and place of the meetings 
as well as the business to be transacted. No business other 
than that specified in the notice or for which necessary prior 
notice has been given shall be transacted at a meeting. How- 
ever, with the permission of the member presiding at the 
meeting, any other matter may be considered. 


Chapter IV 

Allowances for Members of the Corporation 
AN n Others tor Attendino Meetings 

18. The grant of travelling allowance and daily allowance 
to the members of the Corporation and others for attending the 
meetings of the Corporation or the Executive Committee, 
Functional Committee or any other Committee, appointed by 
the Corporation will be regulated as follows 

A. Members of the Corporation other than Members of 

Parliament and State Legislatures : 

(a) Travelling Allowance.: 

(i) Journey by Air. — One standard fare plus l/5th 
thereof subject to a maximum of Rs. 20 for inci- 
dental expenses for each single journey. In case of 
air journeys involving an over-night halt (either due 
to non-availability or to the cancellation of the 
connecting service), at an intermediate station, for 
which the Indian Airlines Corporation docs not pro- 
vide at its expenses any facility for boarding or 
lodging to tho touring member, half daily allowance 
at the rate applicable to that intermediate station 
may be drawn by him in respect of each such over 
night halt in addition to the incidental expenses. 

OH Journey by Rail.— One fare for air-conditioned 
accommodation, if the same is availed of or the 
actual fare of the class by which the member 
travels and incidental charges at the rate of 0.35 Ps. 
for every 10 kms. or part thereof, if it exceeds 5 
hms, provided that allowance for incidental 
expenses shall be restricted to a maximum of one 
daily allowance for every 24 hours of iournev by 
rail or part thereof. 

(iii) Journey by Road. — In respect of journeys by road 
between places not connected by rail, a momber will 
be entitled to road mileage @ Re. 0.32 per Km. 
In a case where journey between two places con- 
nected by rail is performed bv road, vail being the 
ordinary mode of travelling, the road mileage will 
be regulated as follows:— 

(a) When journey is performed bv taking a single 
scat in a public convovance, actual fare plus 
incidentals by rail. 

l b) Where the iourney is performed otherwise, the 
road mileage at Re. 0.32 per Km. but limited 
to rail mileage by shortest route (first-class or 
A.C.C. according to the availability of the 
accommodation between the two places). 

(iv) Journey by Steamers. — • 1 - 3 / 5 th of fare at the lowest 
rate of first class fare. 

(b) Daily Allowance : 

(i) For each day of tho meeting a member will be 
entitled to daily allowance at Rs. 30 per day. 

(ii) In addition to the daily allowance for the dav(s) 
of the meeting a member shall also be entitled to 
full daily allowance for the day preceding and/or 
the day following tho meeting if, 

(1) he arrives in the forenoon of the day preced- 
ing the day of the meeting or on an earlier day; 
and/or 

(2) he departs at 12 noon or in the afternoon of 
the day following the dav uf the meeting or on 
a later day. 

But fie will be entitled to only half daily allowance 
for the day preceding and/or for the day following 
the meeting if, 

(1) he arrives at 12 noon or in the afternoon of 
the day preceding tho day of tho meeting, and/ 

or. 

(2) be departs in the forenoon of the dav followinc 
the dav of the meeting. 

tc) Conveyance Allowance : 

A member, resident at a place where tires meeting of (he 
Committee is held, will not be entitled to travelling 
and daily allowance but will be allowed only the 
actual cost of conveyance hire, subject to a maxi- 
mum of Rs. If) per day.

19. A non-official who is not a member of the Corporation 
and is neither a MP. nor an M.L.A. shall be entitled to 
T.A., D.A. etc. as given in Sub-sections (a), (b) and (c) 
under Section A except that air journey and air conditioned 
rail iournev shall no( be ordinarily admissible except when 
it is urgent and necessary in the public interest. For a 
Journey between two places connected bv rail, when per- 
formed by road, the road mileage will be regulated as 
follows : — 

(a) When iournev is performed bv taking a single seat 
in a public conveyance, actual fare plus Incidentals 
by rail. 

(bl When the journey is performed otherwise, road 
mileage at Re. 0.32 per Km. but limited to 1st class 
rail fare bv the shortest routes. 

D. Salaried Officers of State & Central Government or any 

other organisation or statutory body. 

Travelling <£ Dally Allowance : 

20. A salaried officer of State Oovetrnment or Central 
Government or any other organization or statutory body shall 
be entitled to claim from the Corporation travelling and daily 
allowance at rates admissible to a first grade officer of the 
Corporation drawing an equivalent salary. 

Chapter V 

Administration and Conduct of Affairs of the 
Corporation 

21. Expenditure on Administration.— The Corporation shall 
determine from time to time the amount of expenditure on 
its administration. 

22. Secretary to be Chief Executive Officer. — The Secretary 
shall be the Chief Executive Officer of the Corporation and 
shall be responsible for the efficient conduct of its affairs, 

23. The Joint Secretary shall be the Drawing and Dis- 
bursing Officer. 

24. Powers of Secretary. — The Secretary shall exercise such 
administrative and financial powers of the Corporation as 
may be delegated to him from time to time by the Executive 
Committee. 

25. Mode of Payment. — All payments by and on behalf of 
the Corporation shall ordinarily bo made by cheque or bank 
drafts. The Corporation shall, however, have an imprest 
of Rs. 1,000 for meeting the following types of expenditure : — 

1. Petty contingent expenditure and emergent bills up to 
Rs. 100 in each case. 

2. Postage up to Rs. 100. 

3. Tour advances to officers other than Class T. 

26. Common seal of the Corporation. — The Common Seal 
of the Corporation shall be affixed to an instrument under 
the orders of the Secretary and such an instrument shall be 
signed on behalf of the Corporation by the Secretary, or an 
officer authorised by him, in presence of two witnesses. 

27. Manner and Form In which contracts binding on the 
Corporation may be executed . — -Any contract on behalf of the 
Corporation, which is by law required to be in writing, shall 
be signed by the Secretary or Joint Secretary,
